Corſtantize forbad all to ask Counſel at Witches, or 
to uſe the help of Chat mers, apo pain of Death;(o ſhal 
Ladmoriſh alt people from adher ing to Sorcerens, 
which like ſo many Auſhreoms (in this Age) ſpring up 
in 2n inſtant, deviating ſtom the Truth, and fancy a 
New Iugnt, proceeding enely from the Prince of 
ISarkucisz as maniteſtly appears in the caſe of Mary 
ae, wo falling from the Church of England, en- 
ited into the Society of Robert Dickſon, and Fant Ca- 
nawasy,two unte fined Quakers z but after ſome fe w 
wecks expired, ſhe declined their ways, uttetly re- 
nouncing them, and dereſting their actionszinſomuch, 
that they adjudged her to be in a Reprobate Condi- 
tion, and got worthy of an Earthly Being; but rather 
a trans ſigutrat ion from the Glorious Ime ge ſhe was 
created in; which (poor Soul) (he was ſoen diveſted 
ot,cven in the Night, as ſhe betock her ſelſ to teſt with 
her Husband, bcing bewitched or inchanted out of 
the Room hc re ſhe lay, and transformed into the 
perfect ſhape of a Mare, and ſo rid from Diaton to 
a Town within feur miles of Cambridge, where & 
Company ot ſec ming Quakers were met: But upon 
the atorc {11d Inchantinge Witches alighting off, and 
hangieg tte Bridle upon the Pails, the ſnaffile (or 
Bitt) came out of her Mouth, and miraculouſly ſhe ap- 
peared in her created Form and Likeneſs, to the great 
altoriſhment of the Neighbours, who beheld this un- 
expected charge with abondance of admiration; and 

upon the Womans declating ot ker felf,and the ate 
ot het Condition, ſhe went a!ovg with ſome Officers 

to the Mecting.and coming into the Room, ſhe poinr- 

ed to the two Q1akers,(aying, This is the Man and - 

man that len icht me; Whercupon they were appre- 

hended, and catrycd befere a juſlice, who cemmitted 

them

them to ſafe Cuſtody,there — remain till the Aſſiſes, 
which en Thurſday laſt began at Canbridge, and on Fri- 
day they were breughtto Trial, where the Woman 
that was bewitcht made Oath againſt them, and 
ſhewed her hands and feet, which were lamentably 
bruiſed, and changed as black as a Coal, her ſides be- 
ing alſo exceedingly rent and corn, juſt as it they 
were ſpur-gal'd,and her (meck all bloudy : Evident 
figns of her ſad ſufferiags ; yet utterly denied by the 
priſoners, who at laſt were cleared, notwithſtanding 
the Grand Jury finding the Bill of Iadictment. 

But to demonſtrate more plaiely , That there are 
Magicians and Witches, is evident by theſe two en- 
ſuiag Examples; to wit, Cleomedes a great Magician 
in Rome, having practiſed the death of many liitle 
Children, the Parents ef them at laſt ſought tevenge 
on him, ho to ſhun their Fury, ſhut himſelf cloſe up 
in Coffer : but when they had broke it open, the Devil 
had carried away the Magician. 

The Governour of Maſcon, a great Magician, as he 
was at diner with {ome company,was ſnatched away 
by the Divel,hoifted up into the ait, and carricd three 
times about the Town, to the great aſtoniſhment of 
the Inhabitants, to whom he cried for help, but all in 
vain, 

Thus it is evident, that as there are Aſagicians and 
Witch's; ſo are there divers of the ſons of Adam teach- 
ing out the it hands to the forbidden Tree, and catch- 
ing at the fruit of it; yea, this off-ſpring of Eve long- 
ing lor the gteeneſt Apples, the precocious knowledg 
ol Events, aad New Lights, before they come their 
juſt and perfect ripeneſs of maturity, And truc it is, 
that there are ſome who can find no ſatisfac ion, no
